To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  County  Council  of  Durham. 
Ladies  and  Gentlemen , 

I have  pleasure  in  submitting  my  annual  report  upon  the 
public  health  services  of  the  County  Council  for  the  year  1949,  the 
sixty-first  report  of  its  kind.  In  the  preface  it  is  customary  to  refer 
briefly  to  some  of  the  salient  features  of  the  report. 

Births. — ‘ The  number  of  births  and  the  birth-rate  have  been 
declining  since  1947.  A comparable  decline  has  occurred  in  the  rate 


for  England  and  Wales.

While  the  still  birth-rate  remains  relatively  low  at  26.2 
per  1,000  total  births,  the  still  birth-rate  among  illegitimate  births 
continues  to  be  significantly  higher  than  that  among  legitimate  births. 

Infant  Mortality. — The  infant  mortality  rate  shows  a further 
decrease.  There  were  746  deaths  of  infants  under  1 year  representing  a 
rate  of  44  per  1,000  live  births,  the  lowest  recorded  for  the  county. 
This  may  be  compared  with  the  1948  county  rate  of  47  and  the  1949  rate 
for  England  and  Wales  of  32. 

Maternal  Mortality. — The  maternal  mortality  rate  of  1.21  for 
1 ,000  total  births  was  the  lowest  recorded  for  the  county.  Deaths  from 
puerperal  infection  have  been  relatively  few  in  number  for  some  years. 
Maternal  deaths  from  causes  other  than  infection  have  declined  sig- 
nificantly in  the  last  two  years. 

Infectious  Diseases. — Incidence  of,  and  mortality  from,  the 
notifiable  diseases  were  relatively  low.  There  were  four  deaths  from 
diphtheria,  one  from  scarlet  fever,  four  from  acute  poliomyelitis  and 
polio-encephalitis  and  three  from  measles.  From  whooping  cough,  still 
a relatively  important  cause  of  mortality  in  young  children,  there  were 
17  deaths,  and  there  were  76  deaths  from  enteritis  in  children  under  2 
years  of  age. 
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Tuberculosis. — There  were  917  new  notifications  of  respiratory- 
tuberculosis  compared  with  1,047 — an  unusally  high  figure — in  1948 
and  925  in  1947.  The  respiratory  tuberculosis  death-rate  at  0.47  was 
the  lowest  recorded  for  the  county  as  were  also  the  number  of  deaths  (74) 
and  the  death-rate  (0.10)  from  non-respiratory  tuberculosis. 

The  incidence  rate  for  all  forms  of  tuberculosis  was  1.27  per 
1,000  population  compared  with  1.60  in  1948  and  1.55  in  1947. 

Domestic  Help  Service. — It  was  anticipated  that  the  demand 
upon  the  domestic  help  service  would  increase  and  this  expectation  was 
fulfilled.  Indications  at  the  present  time  are  that  further  expansion 
may  be  necessary  to  meet  the  more  urgent  needs  of  families  with  sick 
and  otherwise  incapacitated  members. 

Prevention  of  Illness,  Care  and  After  Care. — The  scope  of  the 
care  and  after-care  service  has  enlarged  as  planned.  As  knowledge  of 
the  facilities  available  spreads,  the  usefulness  of  this  scheme  will  become 
more  apparent. 

Ambulance  Service. — In  spite  of  continual  increasing  pressure 
the  ambulance  service  appears  to  have  met  adequately  all  demands. 
As  a measure  of  the  increase,  the  mileage  run  in  the  period  from  the 
appointed  day  to  the  31st  December,  1948 — 552,486,  may  be  compared 
with  the  mileage  run  in  1949 — 1,501,047,  an  increase  of  approximately 
50%.  Surprisingly  few  complaints  have  been  received. 

I have  again  to  thank  the  members  of  my  staff  for  their 
continued  assistance  not  only  in  the  preparation  of  this  report  but  in  all 
the  work  of  the  Department.

BACTERIOLOGICAL  LABORATORY  FACILITIES. 

The  Medical  Research  Council,  acting  on  behalf  of  the  Ministry  of 
Health,  continue  to  be  responsible  for  the  administration  of  the  public 
health  laboratory  service. 

The  laboratory  situated  at  the  Government  Buildings,  Ponteland 
Road,  Newcastle-on-Tyne  undertakes  all  examinations  for  the  County  of 
Durham. 

Table  1 shows  the  number  of  specimens  submitted  for  examination. 


TREATMENT  CENTRES  and  CLINICS. 

Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Centres. — The  number  of  welfare 
centres  at  the  end  of  the  year  was  89. 

Dental  Clinics. — Only  four  clinics  were  in  operation  during  the 
year. 

Ante-Natal  Clinics .■ — Sessions  were  held  at  86  centres. 

Post-Natal  Clinics. — At  the  end  of  the  year  the  number  of  centres 
at  which  post-natal  sessions  were  held  had  increased  to  34.  At  centres 
where  numbers  do  not  justify  special  sessions  advice  is  given  at  ante- 
natal clinics. 

Birth  Control  Clinics. — Advice  was  given  at  23  centres. 

Nurseries. — Five  day  nurseries  are  in  use  but  there  is  a demand  for 
additional  accommodation  in  several  districts.  Two  residential 
nurseries,  which  will  ultimately  be  transferred  to  the  administration 
of  the  Children’s  Committee,  continue  temporarily  to  be  administered 
by  the  Health  Committee. 

Artificial  Sunlight  Clinics. — The  number  of  centres  with  ultra- 
violet ray  lamps  increased  from  26  to  28. 

Specialist  Ante-Natal  Clinics. — These  were  discontinued  during 
the  year.  Patients  now  attend  for  specialist  advice  at  hospitals. 
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NURSING  HOMES. 

During  the  year  no  applications  were  made  to  the  County  Council 
under  section  194  of  the  Public  Health  Act,  1936,  for  the  delegation 
of  their  powers  to  district  councils.  Three  general  and  cottage 
hospitals  were  re-inspected  during  the  year  and  granted  exemption. 
The  maternity  and  nursing  homes  were  periodically  inspected.

HEALTH  CENTRES. 

Very  little  progress  has  been  made  towards  the  provision  of  health 
centres  during  the  year.  Funds  for  construction  are  not  likely  to  be 
available  in  the  near  future  and  no  definite  policy  has  yet  been  formia- 
lated  by  the  County  Council.  In  the  light  of  present  knowledge  it  does 
not,  however,  appear  likely  that  health  centres  will  be  provided  to 
serve  units  of  population  of  less  than  10,000. 

Sites  are  being  reserved  in  some  areas  where  the  size  of  long  term 
building  projects  have  made  such  provision  desirable. 


CARE  OF  MOTHERS  AND  YOUNG  CHILDREN. 

Centres. — Of  the  89  welfare  centres  in  the  administrative  county 
38  are  held  in  premises  owned  or  wholly  rented  by  the  County  Council, 
the  remaining  centres  being  held  in  premises  such  as  Church  Halls  on  a 
sessional  basis.

Post-Natal  Clinics. — Special  sessions  were  held  at  34  centres. 
Table  4 shows  the  numbers  of  mothers  on  the  books  and  the  attend- 
ances made  by  them.  The  number  of  mothers  on  the  register  showed  a 
decrease  of  147  and  the  number  of  attendances  31 1 compared  with  1948. 


Birth  Control  Clinics.—  There  was  an  increase  of  2 in  the  number  of 
birth  control  clinics  during  the  year  making  a total  of  23  centres  at 
which  advice  was  given.  Table  5 shows  numbers  and  attendances 
made  during  the  year.  These  show  an  increase  of  178  mothers  and 
261  attendances  as  compared  with  1948.

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Dental  Treatment. — During  the  year,  dental  treatment  for  expect- 
ant and  nursing  mothers  and  young  children  was  available  at  the 
following  four  centres. — Bishop  Auckland,  Durham,  Houghton-le- 
Spring  (one  session  every  fortnight),  and  Hordcn,  (one  session  every 
month) . 

These  services  were  provided  by  private  practitioners  on  a sessional 
basis  and  we  are  indebted  to  Messrs.  W.  Moss,  T.  H.  Smailes  and  S.  Todd 
for  consenting  to  continue  these  services  in  spite  of  very  heavy  demands 
made  on  their  time  and  energy,  particularly  since  the  5th  July,  1948. 
In  addition,  a number  of  cases  was  dealt  with  by  the  school  dental 
officers  in  the  excepted  area  of  Stockton-on-Tees.  Details  of  these 
services  are  set  out  in  Table  6. 

No  routine  dental  examination  of  expectant  or  nursing  mothers 
was  carried  out  during  the  year  and  only  cases  referred  by  the  welfare 
medical  officers  received  an  examination  or  treatment.  Under  Section 
22  of  the  National  Health  Service  Act,  1946,  it  is  the  duty  of  the  Local 
Authority  to  make  special  arrangemens  for  the  dental  care  of  expectant 
and  nursing  mothers  and  young  children,  although  under  Section  40 
of  the  Act,  they  have  equal  rights  with  the  rest  of  the  community  to 
the  benefit  of  the  general  dental  services.  Section  22  puts  them  in  a 
preferential  position  and  affords  them  some  guarantee  of  treatment  not 
given  to  the  other  classes.  To  meet  this  duty  of  the  Local  Authority,  the 
existing  maternity  and  child  welfare  services  will  have  to  be  sub- 
stantially expanded  and  it  would  appear  desirable,  subject  to  the 
approval  of  the  Education  Committee  and  the  Ministry  of  Education,  to 
adopt  the  suggestion  in  Paragraph  17  of  Ministry  of  Health  Circular 
1 18/47,  that  steps  be  taken  to  secure  the  joint  usage  with  the  Education 
Committee  of  the  resources  of  the  school  dental  service.  Unfortunately, 
the  school  dental  service  is  at  present  below  strength  and  although  the 
above  suggestion  is  desirable,  the  extension  of  the  maternity  and  child 
welfare  services  could  only  be  obtained  with  serious  detriment  to  the 
school  dental  service.  The  suggestion  therefore  could  only  be  con- 
sidered when  the  present  staff  situation  in  the  school  dental  service  has 
shown  considerable  improvement. 

Ultra-Violet  Ray  Clinics. — The  number  of  centres  equipped  with 
ultra-violet  ray  lamps  increased  from  26  to  28,  while  the  numbers 
attending  and  the  attendances  made  decreased  by  589  and  9,085 
respectively  compared  with  1948.  Table  7 gives  details  of  treatment 
given  at  each  clinic  during  the  year. 

E.  F.  Peile  Home,  Shotley  Bridge. — This  convalescent  home  for 
mothers  and  babies  is  administered  by  the  County  Council.  During 
the  year  114  mothers,  118  babies  and  163  children  were  admitted. 
The  average  duration  of  stay  of  these  cases  was  19  days  for  mothers  and 
babies  and  28  days  for  children.

Cases  of  Squint. — Treatment  was  provided  for  190  cases  compared 
with  229  in  1948. 

County  Federation  of  Voluntary  Workers. — Five  meetings  were  held 
during  the  year.  The  sum  of  £V)  was  subscribed  to  the  Federation 
Convalescent  Scheme  by  the  voluntary  committees  of  the  welfare 
centres  and  arrangements  were  made  for  4 mothers  with  children  to 
have  convalescent  treatment  under  this  scheme.  Difficulty  was  ex- 
perienced in  finding  suitable  accommodation  but  the  demand  for 
assistance  was  less  than  in  previous  years,  probably  owing  to  the 
improved  financial  position  of  the  mothers  attending  the  centres. 

Specialist  Clinics. — These  were  discontinued  during  the  year. 
Specialist  advice  is  now  given  to  expectant  mothers  at  hospitals  nearest 
their  homes.  Table  9 shows  consultations  held  up  to  the  time  of 
closure.

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DOMICILIARY  MIDWIFERY  SERVICE. 

The  total  number  of  midwives  who  gave  notice  of  intention  to 
practise  in  the  administrative  county  during  the  year  was  328,  which 
included  County  Council  whole-time  midwives  (168)  district  nurse- 
midwives  (76)  midwives  employed  in  hospitals  (73)  and  those  engaged 
in  private  practice  (11).  At  the  end  of  the  year  148  wholetime  domi- 
ciliary midwives  were  employed  by  the  County  Council  and  63  district 
nurse  -midwives  by  the  County  Nursing  Association.  It  has  not  been 
possible  to  reach  the  full  establishment  (171)  of  wholetime  domiciliary 
midwives  directly  employed  but  replacement  difficulties  have  been  less 
than  in  previous  years  largely  as  a result  of  the  efforts  of  local  housing 
authorities  to  allocate  council  houses  for  midwives. 


During  the  year  12,143  applications  were  received  for  the  domi- 
ciliary services  of  midwives,  9,036  as  midwife  and  3,107  as  maternity 
nurse.  In  addition,  midwives  in  private  practice  acted  as  midwife  and 
maternity  nurse  in  75  and  63  cases  respectively. 


The  midwives  requisitioned  medical  help  on  3,476  occasions, 
and  the  following  statement  gives  particulars  as  to  the  reasons  for

With  regard  to  the  97  cases  in  which  medical  help  was  requisi- 
tioned on  account  of  rise  of  temperature,  19  were  subsequently  notified 
as  puerperal  pyrexia,  and  1 of  these  received  in-patient  hospital 
treatment. 

Of  the  92  cases  of  inflammation  of  the  eyes,  11  were  notified  as 
ophthalmia  neonatorum  and  3 received  hospital  treatment. 

Maternity  outfits  are  available  free  of  charge  for  all  domiciliary 
confinements  and  the  number  issued  during  the  year  was  5,829. 

At  the  end  of  the  year  137  wholetime  midwives  and  40  nurse- 
midwives  had  received  the  necessary  training  in  gas  and  air  analgesia 
and  164  have  been  supplied  with  the  necessary  apparatus.  The  number 
of  cases  in  which  gas  and  air  was  administered  was  2,672. 

During  the  year  the  Senior  Health  Visitor  -who  acted  as  non- 
medical supervisor  of  mid  wives  in  Stockton  M.B.  retired,  and  supervision 
is  now  undertaken  by  the  County  Staff. 

Refresher  Courses  were  held  at  which  midwives  and  nurse  mid- 
wives attended.

In  accordance  with  the  recommendations  of  the  Ministry  of  Health 
the  County  Council  provides  the  special  equipment  necessary  for  the 
care  and  nursing  of  premature  babies,  but  few  requests  were  received 
for  this  during  the  year. 

More  premature  babies  were  sent  to  hospitals  (32)  than  in  previous 
years  but  owing  to  the  considerable  time  and  attention  devoted  to 
these  births  by  midwives  the  results  of  home  nursing  continued  to  be 
good.

PUERPERAL  PYREXIA. 

During  the  year  54  cases  of  puerperal  pyrexia  were  notified  com- 
pared with  72  in  1948.

The  health  visitors  are  instructed  to  make  careful  enquiries 
into  all  cases  of  inflammation  of  the  eyes  of  newly-born  children, 
and  during  the  year,  in  addition  to  the  25  cases  notified  as  ophthalmia 
neonatorum,  they  reported  511  such  cases  to  which  they  paid  1,288 
home  visits.

HEALTH  VISITING. 

Notifications  of  Births. — During  the  year  16,892  live  births  and 
321  stillbirths  were  notified;  the  number  registered  being  16,853  and  454 
respectively.  Of  the  notified  births,  11,489  were  reported  by  mid- 
wives, 135  by  doctors,  5,589  by  maternity  homes  and  hospitals.  The 
health  visitors  paid  first  visits  to  16,604  infants  at  home. 

Child  Life  Protection . — At  the  end  of  the  year  there  were  58  cases 
under  supervision  and  the  standard  of  care  appeared  to  be  good. 

Boarded  out  Children./ — The  supervision  of  these  cases  (61)  was 
transferred  to  the  Children’s  Department  on  1st  October. 

Adoptions. — 243  children  were  legally  adopted  during  the  year 
while  61  were  placed  for  adoption  but  legal  proceedings  had  not  been 
taken.  Of  the  total  adoptions  38  were  arranged  through  an  Adoption 
Society,  120  by  private  arrangement  and  85  were  arranged  by  a third 
party. 

Save  the  Children  Fund. — The  number  of  children  in  the  county 
receiving  free  gifts  from  this  Fund  is  five. 

Health  Visitors  Training  School. — Four  of  the  eighteen  students  in 
training  failed  at  the  first  examination  but  were  successful  later.

HOME  NURSING  SERVICE. 

Apart  from  the  difficulties  arising  through  shortage  of  staff  the 
service  was  maintained  satisfactorily  during  the  year.  The  rapid 
turnover  of  hospital  beds  has  resulted  in  patients  being  discharged 
while  still  needing  nursing  care,  wdiich  has  had  to  be  provided  in  their 
own  homes. 


Appointments  have  been  made  in  new  areas  whenever  possible, 
and  further  development  to  meet  the  growing  demand  for  home  nursing 
is  only  restricted  because  of  the  shortage  of  suitably  trained  staff  and 
difficulties  of  transport. 

At  the  end  of  the  year  92  nurses  were  employed  full-time  on  home 
nursing  and  65  nurses  part-time.  During  the  year  they  paid  370,645 
visits  to  15,939  cases  and  in  addition  made  12,052  casual  visits  and 
held  home  surgeries  to  which  17,177  visits  were  paid. 


VACCINATION  AND  IMMUNISATION. 

The  general  arrangements  to  secure  that  as  many  children  as  poss- 
ible are  immunised  and  vaccinated  wore  continued  during  the  year. 

A pamphlet  regarding  vaccination  is  sent  to  parents  when  their 
children  attain  the  age  of  3 months.  To  draw  attention  to  the  need 
for  immunisation,  leaflets  are  distributed  by  post  at  8 months  and 
12  months,  and  to  encourage  re-inforcing  doses  at  the  age  of  4 years 
9 months.  The  health  visiting  staff  are  provided  with  details  of 
children  immunised  and  vaccinated  in  order  that  they  can  visit  children 
who  have  not  been  protected. 

Tables  14  and  15  give  details  of  the  numbers  vaccinated  and 
immunised  in  the  County. 


AMBULANCE  SERVICE. 

From  a comparison  of  the  figures  given  in  T able  1 7 it  will  be  seen  that 
during  the  year  the  work  of  the  Service  has  steadily  increased  in  volume, 
the  greater  part  being  concerned  with  the  transport  of  “treatment” 
patients  (mostly  sitting-cases)  to  and  from  hospitals.  The  continued 
increase  in  the  general  work  of  the  Service  has  caused  some  concern 
and  in  the  early  part  of  the  year  a circular  was  received  from  the  Minister 
of  Health  stating  that  he  had  asked  Hospital  Management  Committees 
and  Boards  of  Governors  to  review  their  arrangements  to  see  whether 
any  reduction  could  be  made  in  the  number  of  calls.  The  Minister 
also  suggested  other  measures  which  might  be  adopted,  but  the  overall 
reduction  has  not  been  material.  The  position  is  being  kept  under 
review. 

Efforts  have  been  made  throughout  the  year  to  secure  more  vehicles, 
provide  better  accommodation  for  staff  and  vehicles,  and  recruit  addition- 
al drivers  up  to  the  authorised  establishment.  The  stabilising  of  wages 
and  conditions  of  service  for  the  men,  the  provision  of  uniform  and 
equipment,  the  training  of  the  drivers  in  first  aid  measures,  and  the 
planning  of  better  petrol  supplies  throughout  the  county  have  also 
received  attention.

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The  agency  arrangements  with  the  Chester-le-Street  and  District 
Motor  Ambulance  Committee  were  terminated  on  the  30th  September, 
leaving  only  three  agencies  functioning  in  the  scheme,  and  the  neg- 
otiations for  the  purchase  of  the  vehicles  belonging  to  the  several 
voluntary  organisations,  who  had  permitted  their  use  on  a reimburse- 
ment of  cost  basis,  were  also  completed. 

Organisation  : 

(a)  Controls. — For  operational  purposes  the  drivers  and  vehicles  are 
grouped  into  17  unit  areas  and  these  areas  are,  in  turn,  further  grouped 
into  9 control  areas  (See  Table  19).  Seven  of  the  controls  are  under  the 
direct  control  of  the  County  Council,  while  two  (Darlington  and  West 
Hartlepool)  act  as  agent-controls  in  the  scheme.  The  controls  are 
continuously  manned  and  their  function  is  to  receive  calls  for  ambulance 
transport  and  transmit  the  necessary  instructions  to  the  head  driver 
in  the  appropriate  unit  area.  Each  unit  area  has  an  emergency-duty 
ambulance  on  a 24-hour  availability,  while  the  balance  of  the  vehicles 
operate  in  the  “general”  service  throughout  the  day.. 

It  has  not  been  found  necessary  to  make  any  changes  in  the 
operational  organisation  of  the  control  system,  * which  continues  to 
function  efficiently.  Some  changes  in  accommodation  have  been  made, 
howe/er,  notably  in  the  Easington  and  Bishop  Auckland  control  areas, 
where  the  control  and  main  ambulance  depot  have  been  combined 
to  form  an  ambulance  station.  For  greater  convenience  of  working 
in  the  case  of  the  Stockton  and  Durham  areas,  the  controls  have  been 
established  in  premises  separated  from  the  ambulance  accommodation. 

(b)  Depots. — By  concentrating  the  vehicles  at  main  depots  and 
dispensing  with  a number  of  the  smaller  garages,  it  has  so  far  been 
possible  to  reduce  the  number  of  depots  from  42  to  24.  Owing  to  the 
lack  of  suitable  premises,  however,  difficulty  has  been  encountered  in 
securing  better  accommodation  for  driving  staff  and  vehicles.  Much 
of  the  existing  accommodation  is  inadequate,  many  vehicles  having 
to  stand  in  the  open,  and  although  several  projects  for  the  building 
of  new  depots  are  under  consideration,  and  a number  of  existing  build- 
ings have  been  inspected  with  a view  to  acquiring  them  for  use  as 
depots,  little  progress  has  been  made.  A special  Sub-Committee  was 
appointed  to  inspect  depots,  sites  and  buildings,  and  it  is  hoped  that  an 
improvement  in  progress  will  result. 

(c)  Vehicles. — At  the  end  of  the. year  92  ambulances  and  3 cars 
were  in  use  compared  with  72  and  2 respectively  at  the  end  of  1948, 
the  increase  being  accounted  for  as  follows. —

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As  new  cars  have  not  been  available  for  purchase  this  year  it  has 
not  been  possible  to  build  up  the  car  fleet,  and  this  has  thrown  consid- 
erable work  on  the  ambulances. 

Early  in  the  year  special  consideration  was  given  to  the  question  of 
a long-term  ambulance  replacement  programme  and  it  was  decided  to 
make  provision  for  the  purchase  over  the  next  five  years  of  40  “Bedford’ 
(27  H.P.),  50  “Karrier”  (13.9  H.P.),  and  5 “Humber”  (27  H.P.) 
ambulances. 

In  the  current  financial  year  orders  were  placed  for  15  “Bedford,” 
5 “Karrier”  and  5 “Humber”  vehicles  and,  of  these,  four  of  the  “Bed- 
ford” ambulances  had  been  delivered  and  put  into  service  at  the  end  of 
the  year. 

During  the  year  60  vehicles  required  major  repairs  and  127  minor 
repairs. 


(^)  Staff. — (i)  Headquarters. — Four  additions  have  been  made 
to  the  staff,  including  the  appointment  of  a Staff  Officer  toco-ordinate 
and  supervise  the  fi»ld  work  of  the  personnel. 

(ii)  Controls. — Each  of  the  seven  county  controls  is  manned  over 
the  twenty-four  hours  by  four  male  clerk-telephonists  working  a three- 
shift  system.  Two  members  of  the  Headquarters  Staff  act  in  the 
capacity  of  relief  clerk-telephonists  to  deputise  for  the  regular  men  in 
case  of  sickness  or  other  emergency  absence  from  duty. 

(iii)  Driver-attendants. — The  total  number  of  driver-attendants 
employed  at  the  end  of  the  year  was  248,  being  an  increase  of  130 
over  the  figure  at  the  end  of  1948,  and  efforts  are  being  continued  to 
recruit  driving  staff  to  the  present  authorised  establishment  of  263. 

The  National  Working  Conditions  for  ambulance  drivers  prescribed 
by  the  National  Joint  Industrial  Council  of  Local  Authorities’  Non- 
Trading  Services  (Manual  Workers)  were  adopted  during  the  year,  and 
at  the  end  of  the  year  136  drivers  were  in  receipt  of  a wage  exceeding 
the  national  agreement  rate,  while  109  were  receiving  the  rate  of 
£5  13s.  Od.  per  week  ; the  remaining  three  drivers  being  those  employed 
by  the  three  agencies. 

The  following  special  conditions  were  introduced  on  the  25th  June. 

“(a)  Ambulance  drivers  and  attendants  with  a certificate 
in  first  aid  which  is  recognised  by  the  appropriate  Prov- 
incial Council  shall  be  paid  a plus  rate  of  6s.  per  week. 

(b)  In  order  to  retain  the  plus  rate  an  employee  must  undertake 
a refresher  course  in  first  aid  as  and  when  required  by  the 
employing  authority.” 

The  Provincial  Council  announced  their  recognition  of  the  First 
Aid  Certificate  issued  by  the  St.  John  Ambulance  Association,  the 
British  Red  Cross  Society  or  the  St.  Andrew's  Ambulance  Association, 
as  a qualification  entitling  an  ambulance  driver  holding  the  award  to 
receive  the  “plus  rate,”  and  at  the  end  of  the  year  171  of  the  248  drivers 
employed  held  such  a recognised  qualification.  Of  the  balance  of  the 
drivers,  the  majority  are  attending  courses  of  instruction  with  a view 
to  qualifying  for  the  appropriate  award. 


In  recognition  of  the  extra  responsibility  undertaken  by  the  head 
drivers  in  charge  of  ambulance  depots,  the  following  additional  weekly 
payments  to  them  were  approved. — 

In  charge  of  4 or  less  ambulances  . 8/-  per  week. 

In  charge  of  5 and  up  to  8 ambulances  11/-  per  week. 

In  charge  of  more  than  8 ambulances  14/-  per  week. 


The  question  of  the  provision  of  a uniform  for  the  driving  staff  also 
received  attention,  and  authority  was  given  to  supply  each  man  with  a 
jacket,  2 pairs  of  trousers,  greatcoat,  cap  (with  covers)  and  2 dustcoats.

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National  Health  Service  (Amendment)  Act  1949— Section  24. 
This  amending  Act  to  the  National  Health  Service  Act  1946  became 
law  on  16th  December,  1949.  Broadly,  Section  24  requires  the  local 
health  authority  of  the  area  where  a patient  lives  to  repay  to  another 
authority  the  cost  of  returning  the  patient  by  ambulance  (or  other 
means  of  transport)  from  a hospital  in  that  other  authority’s  area  to 
the  patient’s  home  area.  The  Section  applies  to  those  cases  where  the 
patient’s  stay  in  the  hospital  does  not  exceed  three  months,  and  where 
"hospital  and  specialist  services’’  (i.e.,  services  under  the  National 
Health  Service  Act)  are  given.  A proviso  enables  a local  health 
authority  to  waive  their  rights  under  the  Section  either  in  consideration 
of  a periodical  payment  or  without  consideration. 


The  amendment  does  not  affect  the  duty  under  Section  27  of  the 
National  Health  Service  Act  1946  to  provide  an  ambulance  or  other 
means  of  transport  where  needed.  This  still  remains  with  the  authority 
in  whose  area  the  need  for  the  conveyance  arises. 


Petrol  Supplies. — The  difficulties  associated  with  the  convenienr 
supply  of  petrol  received  consideration  and,  in  conjunction  with  the 
other  consuming  departments  of  the  Council,  a survey  was  made  with 
the  object  of  extending  the  installation  of  petrol  pumps  owned  by  the 
Council  to  provide  a more  efficient  cover  for  increasing  needs,  with  the 
result  that  plans  are  in  hand  to  provide  thirteen  pumps  in  addition  to 
the  twenty-five  already  in  use.

PREVENTION  OE  ILLNESS,  CARE  AND  AFTER-CARE. 

The  arrangements  proposed  under  Section  28  of  the  National 
Health  Service  Act,  1946,  were  developed  during  the  year.  Consider- 
able progress  was  made  and  further  developments  will  be  made  in  the 
light  of  circumstances  and  experience,  so  as  to  provide  all  necessary 
care  and  after-care  patients  discharged  from  hospital  and  to  other 
invalids.  So  far  as  the  care  of  tuberculous  persons  is  concerned 
close  liaison  exists  between  the  Care  and  After-Care  Service  and  the 
Chest  Physicians  engaged  in  the  tuberculosis  service.  The  health 
visitors  report  any  special  need  and  help  is  given  from  the  voluntary 
funds  of  the  district  committees,  by  the  County  Council,  or  referred  to 
some  other  responsible  body. 


The  district  nurses  of  the  County  Nursing  Association  make  applic- 
ation for  the  loan  of  nursing  equipment  and  apparatus  for  patients 
under  their  care  being  nursed  at  home.  Stocks  of  nursing  requisites 
and  appliances  are  being  gradually  increased  and  at  the  end  of  the  year 
a central  store  was  being  maintained  in  this  Department  from  which 
demands  were  being  met. 

The  following  is  a summary  of  the  provision  made  by  the  seven 
district  care  and  after-care  committees  to  whom  the  County  Council 
delegated  their  responsibilities  under  this  Section.

Venereal  Disease. — A social  worker  appointed  in  November, 
who  co-operates  with  the  venereal  disease  treatment  centres  serving 
the  administrative  county,  is  employed  in  following  up  contacts  and 
patients  under  treatment  for  venereal  disease. 

Health  Education.—  Considerable  use  has  been  made  during  the 
year  of  health  propaganda  material  supplied  by  the  Central  Council 
of  Health  Education,  this  being  exhibited  in  many  different  parts  of 
the  county  for  short  periods. 

Officers  have  fulfilled  requests  for  talks  to  various  organisations 
on  aspects  of  the  health  service  throughout  the  year. 

Convalescent  Homes. — There  is  an  acute  shortage  of  convalescent 
home  accommodation  in  this  area  and  none  is  available  to  the  County 
Council. 


DOMESTIC  HELP  SERVICE. 

In  response  to  an  increasing  demand  this  service  was  expanded 
during  the  year.  A full-time  organiser  and  two  assistants  were  appoint- 
ed in  October  and,  as  previously,  the  health  visitors  continued  to 
co-operate.  The  domestic  helps  are  engaged  and  paid  by  the  County 
Council.  A scale  of  charges  for  their  services  has  been  formulated  and 
the  amount  payable  is  assessed  according  to  the  income  of  the  family 
concerned.  Assistance  is  provided  for  aged  persons,  maternity  cases, 
and  where  domestic  distress  makes  outside  assistance  necessary. 
The  duties  of  domestic  helps  relate  to  the  purely  domestic  work  of  the 
household  ; they  do  not  undertake  any  nursing  and  provide  their  own 
food. 

During  the  year  the  number  of  whole-time  home  helps  employed 
was  6.  Casual  home  helps  were  employed  in  respect  of  753  cases. 


MENTAL  HEALTH  SERVICE. 

The  Mental  Health  Sub-Committee,  which  meets  quarterly, 
is  a sub-committee  of  the  County  Health  Committee. 

The  medical  work  of  this  section  continues  to  be  carried  out  by  the 
Deputy  County  Medical  Officer.

In. addition  to  their  duties  under  the  National  Health  Service  Act, 
1946,  the  seven  duly  authorised  officers  are  also  engaged  with  certain 
work  under  the  National  Assistance  Act,  1948. 

No  administrative  duties  are  delegated  to  voluntary  associations. 

Five  of  the  seven  duly  authorised  officers  have  attended  a course 
of  training  in  mental  health  work. 

Account  of  work  undertaken  in  the  Community. 

National  Health  Service  Act,  1946,  Section  28. — The  supervision  of 
mental  defectives,  except  those  on  licence  from  certified  institutions,  is 
carried  out  by  the  health  visitors.  Arrangements  have  been  continued 
with  the  National  Association  for  Mental  Health  for  dealing  with 
after-care  of  ex-service  personnel  and  other  persons  suffering  from  mental 
illness. 

Lunacy  and  Mental  Treatment  Acts,  1890 — 1930. — During  the  year, 
the  duly  authorised  officers,  at  the  request  of  medical  practitioners  or 
the  police,  investigated  cases  under  the  Lunacy  and  Mental  Treatment 
Acts.

During  the  year  36  petitions  were  presented  and  an  Order  under 
the  Acts  was  made  in  each  case — 34  for  hospital  care  and  training,  and 
2 for  guardianship. 

Difficulty  continues  to  be  experienced  in  obtaining  vacancies  in 
hospitals  for  defectives,  only  37  being  secured  during  the  year. 

Guardianship  and  Supervision. 

Three  defectives  were  placed  under  the  statutory  guardianship  of 
their  parents  during  the  year.  The  number  under  this  section  of  the 
Act  directly  supervised  by  this  authority  on  the  31st  December  was 
66  (Male  31,  female  35). 

The  county  health  visitors  continued  to  supervise  defectives  in 
their  homes,  making  6,499  visits  to  1,768  defectives  during  the  year. 
Of  the  defectives  known  to  this  authority,  19  have  given  birth  to 
children  during  this  period,  1 while  unmarried.  Five  male  and  10 
female  defectives  were  married. 

Training. 

The  County  Council  is  considering  the  question  of  the  provision  of 
occupation  centres  for  mental  defectives.

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4.  In  so  far  as  the  Council  do  not  provide  accommodation  in 
accordance  with  this  scheme  in  premises  managed  by  them,  or  in  prem- 
ises to  which  paragraph  8 of  the  Sixth  Schedule  to  the  Act  applies,  they 
may  do  so  by  arrangement  with  any  other  local  authority  for  the  purpose 
of  Part  III  of  the  Act  or  with  any  voluntary  organisation.

5.  In  addition  to  providing  residential  accommodation  for  persons

9.  Medical  Attention. — Where  the  accommodation  referred  to  in 
Article  8 of  this  Scheme  is  provided  in  premises  managed  by  the  Council 
or  in  premises  to  which  paragraph  8 of  the  Sixth  Schedule  to  the  Act 
applies  the  Council  shall  make  adequate  arrangements. — 

(i)  for  the  accommodation  and  nursing  of  residents  during  illnesses 
of  a kind  which  are  ordinarily  nursed  at  home  ; 

(ii)  for  enabling  residents  to  obtain  the  benefit  of  any  of  the  services 
provided  under  the  National  Health  Service  Act  of  which  they 
may  from  time  to  time  be  in  need  : and 

(iii)  for  the  supervision  of  the  hygiene  of  their  accommodation. 

10.  Other  Services,  etc. — There  shall  be  provided  as  part  of  any 
accommodation  provided  in  premises  managed  by  the  Council  or  in 
premises  to  which  paragraph  8 of  the  Sixth  Schedule  to  the  Act  applies 
such  services,  amenities  and  requisites  as  the  Council  may  from  time  to 
time  and  in  any  particular  case  decide  are  necessary,  including. — 

(i)  board  ; 

(ii)  recreational  facilities  such  as  reading  matter,  wireless, 
cinema  and  other  entertainments  and  outings  ; 

(iii)  where  desired  by  residents,  clothing  suitable  to  their  in- 
dividual requirements  ; 

(iv)  where  desired  by  residents,  extra  comforts  such  as  tobacco 
and  sweets  ; 
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(v)  adequate  opportunities  for  religious  worship  and  for  part- 
icipation in  activities  in  which  residents  are  individually 
interested  ; and 

/ 

(vi)  reasonable  facilities  for  residents  to  move  freely  in  and  out- 
side the  establishments  and  to  visit  and  be  visited  by  their 
friends  and  relatives. 

11.  Arrangements  made  with  any  other  local  authority  or  with  any 
voluntary  organisation  for  the  provision  of  accommodation  on  behalf 
of  the  Council  in  accordance  with  this  Part  of  this  Scheme  shall  be  such 
as  to  ensure  that  the  services,  amenities  and  requisites  available  to  res- 
idents in  accommodation  so  provided  are  on  the  whole  not  less  favourable 
than  those  enjoyed  by  residents  in  similar  accommodation  provided  in 
premises  managed  by  the  Council. 


PART  II.  DEVELOPMENTS  CONTEMPLATED 
DURING  THE  PERIOD  TO  31st  MARCH,  1950. 

Provision  of  Residential  Accommodation  in  Small  Homes. 

12.  The  Council  shall  take  every  practicable  step  to  provide 
further  residential  accommodation  to  meet  the  needs  of  persons  to 
whom  section  21  of  the  Act  applies,  including  the  need  for  accommodation 
in  small  homes  of  suitable  persons  resident  in  former  poor  law  premises 
which  are  not  capable  of  being  satisfactorily  improved  in  accordance 
with  Article  18  of  this  Scheme. 

13.  The  Council  shall  provide  such  further  accommodation  either 
by  the  acquisition  and  (where  necessary)  adaptation  of  existing  premises 
or  to  such  extent  as  the  availability  of  building  labour  and  materials 
permits  and  the  Minister  of  Health  approves,  by  the  erection  of  new 
buildings.  Except  where  the  Council  consider  it  necessary  otherwise  to 
provide  accommodation  for  any  class  of  persons  in  need  of  specialised 
accommodation  and  care,  such  further  accommodation  shall  as  far  as 
may  be  practicable  be  provided  in  the  form  of  homes  for  approximately 
30-35  persons,  and  shall  comprise  bedroom  accommodation  for  married 
couples,  as  many  single  bedrooms  as  possible  and  a dining  room  and 
sitting  room  for  use  of  the  residents.  The  Council  shall  provide  as, part 
of  any  further  accommodation  the  services,  amenities  and  requisites 
referred  to  in  Articles  9 and  10  of  this  Scheme. 

14.  Accommodation  provided  by  other  local  authorities  and  by 
Vohmtary  Organisations. — The  Council  shall,  to  such  extent  as  may  be 
necessary  and  expedient,  extend  their  arrangements  and  make  further 
arrangements  with  other  local  authorities  for  the  purposes  of  Part  III 
of  the  Act  and  with  voluntary  organisations  for  the  provision  of  further 
residential  accommodation  on  behalf  of  the  Council.  In  so  doing,  the 
Council  shall  have  particular  regard  to  the  needs  of  classes  of  persons 
requiring  specialised  accommodation  and  care  not  immediately  available 
to  them  in  premises  managed  by  the  Council.  Article  II  of  this  Scheme 
shall  apply  to  any  arrangements  extended  or  made  in  accordance  with 
this  Article. 

15.  Accommodation  in  premises  managed  by  the  Council. — For  the 
purpose  of  providing  additional  residential  accommodation  the  Council 
propose  to  adapt  the  following  properties  subject  to  the  approval  of  the 
Minister  of  Health,  viz.  : —

For  the  said  purpose  the  Council  shall  endeavour,  by  31st  March 
1950,  to  provide  up  to  three  further  establishments,  as  follows  : — 

(1)  Residential  Accommodation  for  old  people. 

The  erection  of  two  new  buildings  to  accommodate  35  persons 
each. 

(2)  Residential  Accommodation  for  the  infirm  and  handicapped. 
The  adaptation  of  the  Rectory,  Easington,  previously  used  as 
an  Annexe  to  the  Easington  Public  Assistance  Institution, 
for  the  accommodation  of  about  35  persons. 

16.  Provision  of  Temporary  Acconnnodation. — The  Council  shall 
from  time  to  time  review  the  temporary  accommodation  provided  under 
Part  I of  this  Scheme  and  modify  the  provision  so  made  in  such  manner 
as  the  Council  may  consider  to  be  appropriate. 

17.  The  Council  shall  make  arrangements  for  the  use  of  buildings 
to  serve  as  temporary  accommodation  to  meet  exceptional  circum- 
stances, such  as  flooding,  and  to  provide  shelter  for  other  persons  in 
urgent  need  thereof  in  circumstances  which  could  not  reasonably  have 
been  foreseen  and  shall,  as  far  as  may  be  practicable,  take  steps  to 
ensure  that  any  stores  and  equipment  to  bring  such  accommodation 
into  use  are  available  at  short  notice. 

18.  Improvement  of  existing  Establishments. — The  Council  shall, 
where  necessary,  and  so  far  as  building  restrictions  and  other  circum- 
stances permit,  improve  establishments  providing  residential  or  temporary 
accommodation  which  are  for  the  time  being  under  their  direct  control, 
and  shall  continue  to  take  all  such  steps  as  may  be  practicable  to  ensure 
the  improvement  of  other  establishments  or  parts  thereof  in  which 
residential  or  temporary  accommodation  is  provided  by  the  Council. 
These  improvements  shall  include  the  provision  of  additional  services, 
amenities  and  requisites  of  the  kind  specified  in  Articles  9 and  10  of 
this  Scheme,  and  such  matters  as  the  division  of  large  rooms  so  as  to 
provide  smaller  sitting  rooms  and  bedrooms  including  single  rooms 
and  rooms  for  married  couples,  modifications  of  ablution  facilities 
necessary  to  secure  privacy,  the  substitution  of  small  dining  tables  for 
long  tables,  the  redecoration  of  rooms  and  corridors  in  brighter  colour 
schemes,  the  introduction  of  attractive  and  interesting  pictures,  the 
provision  of  hand-rails  at  the  bathside  and  at  both  sides  of  staircases  and 
corridors,  the  provision  of  comfortable  chairs  according  to  the  varying 
needs  of  the  residents,  the  laying  of  non-skid  floor  surfaces  or  coverings 
where  practicable,  and  the  installation  of  the  requisite  number  of  baths 
of  the  ‘sitting’  type,  and  generally  of  furnishings  of  a homelike  character 
including  any  furnishings  which  it  may  be  practicable  to  allow  residents 
themselves  to  provide. 

Improvements  approved  by  the  Council  before  the  date  of  this 
Scheme  include  the  provision  of  a wardrobe  and  bedside  chair  for  each 
resident,  fireside  easy  chairs,  carpets,  pictures,  occasional  tables  and 
other  furnishings  ; improvements  to  ablution  facilities  and  heating  ; 
and  a reduction  of  the  number  of  beds  in  communal  bedrooms. 
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PART  HL  FURTHER  ACCOMMODATION  CONTEMPLATED 

AFTER  31st  MARCH,  1950. 

19.  The  Council  shall  keep  under  constant  review  the  accommoda- 
tion and  services  provided  in  accordance  with  this  Scheme  and  shall 
continue  to  improve  them  and  to  provide  further  accommodation  and 
services  in  manner  provided  by  Part  II  of  the  Scheme.  In  particular 
they  shall  use  their  best  endeavours  to  complete  any  necessary  improve- 
ments of  existing  accommodation  and  services  by  the  31st  March,  1954, 
and  with  the  object  of  meeting  the  total  estimated  needs  of  the  area  of 
the  Council  as  soon  as  may  be,  to  make  the  following  further  provision 
by  that  date. —

WELFARE  OF  THE  BLIND  AND  OTHER  HANDICAPPED 

PERSONS. 


At  the  end  of  the  year  the  number  of  partially  sighted  persons  on 
the  observation  register  was  9. 

The  number  of  blind  persons  on  the  County  Council’s  register  on 
the  31st  December  was  1,906  or  56  more  than  at  the  end  of  1948. 
During  the  year  the  names  of  284  blind  persons  were  added  to  the 
register,  11  persons  who  had  been  registered  as  “blind”  were  certified 
“not  blind”  and  their  names  removed  from  the  register  and  217  died  or 
left  the  county  area.  Of  the  11  persons  certified  “not  blind”  sight  had 
been  restored  in  9 cases  after  surgical  treatment.  The  four  part-time 
ophthalmologists  appointed  by  the  County  Council  carried  out  377  eye 
examinations.  These  cases  are  classified  as  follows. —

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TUBERCULOSIS. 

INCIDENCE  AND  MORTALITY. 

The  number  of  primary  notifications  of  respiratory  tuberculosis 
received  during  the  year  was  917  and  of  non-respiratory  tuberculosis 
228,  compared  with  i,047  and  269  respectively  in  1948  (See  Tables  23 
to  27).  The  figures  for  non-respiratory  tuberculosis  (107  males  and  121 
females)  were  the  lowest  on  record  while  notifications  of  respiratory 
tuberculosis  were  130  (73  males  and  57  females)  lower  than  in  1948. 
The  total  notifications  for  the  year  (1,145)  gives  an  incidence  rate  for  all 
forms  of  tuberculosis  of  1.27  per  1,000  population  compared  with  1.60 
in  1948. 

Table  29  gives  the  number  of  deaths  from  respiratory  and  non- 
respiratory  tuberculosis  by  age  periods  and  in  the  separate  county 
districts  and  areas. 

The  number  of  female  respiratory  deaths  has  decreased  by  48  but 
male  respiratory  deaths  have  increased  by  40,  an  overall  decrease  of  8 
as  compared  with  last  year.  The  non-respiratory  deaths  (74)  are  the 
lowest  recorded.

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Diarrhoea  and  Enteritis  ( under  2 years  of  age). — The  number  of 
deaths  registered  was  76  compared  with  61  in  1948.  Death  rates  for 
these  two  years  were  0.08  and  0.07  respectively  while  the  rate  per  1,000 
births  registered  was  4.51  and  3.43  respectively. 


Influenza. — The  number  of  deaths  registered  was  73  equal  to  a 
death  rate  of  0.08  per  1,000  population,  compared  with  39  deaths  and 
a death  rate  of  0.04  in  1948. 


Scarlet  fever. — The  number  of  notifications  was  reduced  by  994  as 
compared  with  1948  and  only  one  death  occurred. 


Diphtheria. — Notification  sreceived  numbered  303  but  only  130  cases 
were  confirmed  and  4 deaths  recorded.  Last  year  these  figures  were 
467,  257,  and  6 respectively.  It  will  be  observed  that  the  number  of 
confirmed  cases  was  almost  halved. 


Para-typhoid  Fever. — There  was  an  increase  in  cases  from  3 in  1948 
to  58.  This  increase  was  in  the  main  due  to  an  outbreak  in  Area  No. 2 
(Jarrow,  Felling  & Hebburn)  which  accounted  for  45  cases.  Jarrow 
had  the  largest  number  of  cases  (29)  but  in  spite  of  a great  deal  of 
investigation  the  original  source  of  the  outbreak  was  not  ascertained. 
There  were  no  deaths. 

Enteric  or  Typhoid  Fever. — During  the  year  there  were  5 cases 
compared  with  3 in  1948.  Three  of  the  cases  occurred  in  Chester-le- 
Street  Rural  District.  No  deaths  were  recorded. 


Dysentery. — Outbreaks  of  dysentery  in  Blaydon  (10  cases)  Stanley 
(32  cases!  and  Hetton  (66  cases)  urban  districts  accounted  for  108  of  the 
126  confirmed  cases  during  the  year.  In  spite  of  routine  measures 
to  check  the  spread  of  infection,  cases  were  still  being  notified  in  Stanley 
Urban  District  at  the  end  of  the  year.  No  common  source  of  infection 
was  discovered  and  direct  or  indirect  spread  by  cases  or  carriers  may  be 
assumed.  The  cases  were  of  a mild  nature  and  there  were  no  complica- 
tions. 

Acute  poliomyelitis. — The  County  was  not  noticeably  affected,  +he 
number  of  cases  (28)  being  small  in  comparison  with  1947  figures  (234). 
Four  deaths  occurred. 


Measles. — Three  deaths  were  recorded  and  7,696  cases  confirmed, 
compared  with  15  deaths  and  12,496  cases  in  1948. 


Whooping  cough. — The  number  of  cases  2,719  was  almost  the  same 
as  in  1948  (2,841)  but  the  number  of  deaths  increased  from  14  to  17. 


Food  poisoning. — The  Registrar  General  requested  medical  officers 
of  health  to  include  in  their  weekly  returns  from  the  beginning  of  the 
year  cases  of  food  poisoning  notified  under  Section  17  of  the  Food  & 
Drugs  Act  1938,  and  29  notifications  were  made  and  25  cases  confirmed.

VENEREAL  DISEASES. 

The  treatment  and  diagnosis  of  venereal  disease  is  no  longer  the 
responsibility  of  the  County  Council  and  the  figures  in  Tables  37  and  38 
have  been  compiled  from  returns  received  from  various  authorities. 


A social  worker  to  co-operate  with  the  venereal  diseases  clinics 
serving  the  area  took  up  duty  on  the  1st  November, thus  relieving  the 
health  visiting  staff  of  the  greater  part  of  the  duties  of  contact  tracing. 
During  the  two  months  the  social  worker  made  88  visits  to  patients  who 
had  defaulted  from  treatment,  and  14  contacts  and  4 patients  referred 
from  an  ante-natal  clinic  were  visited.  All  the  defaulters,  except  one, 
resided  in  this  administrative  county.

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MILK  AND  DAIRIES  ACTS  AND  ORDERS. 

The  above  Acts  and  Orders  were  revoked  by  the  Milk  and  Dairies 
Regulations,  1949,  and  the  Milk  (Special  Designations)  Regulations, 
1949,  which  became  operative  from  1st  October,  1949,  therefore  the 
following  details  relative  to  milk  sampling  by  officers  of  the  County 
Council  are  for  the  period  1st  January,  1949,  to  30th  September,  1949. 
The  Council  are,  however,  under  the  provisions  of  these  Regulations 
continuing  supervision  of  premises  licensed  for  the  pasteurisation  and 
sterilisation  of  milk. 

The  approximate  number  of  registered  dairy  herds  in  the  adminis- 
trative county  during  the  above  period  was  2,416. 

In  9 cases  bulk  samples  of  milk  taken  by  local  authorities 
were  reported  under  the  Milk  and  Dairies  (Consolidation)  Act,  1915, 
to  contain  tubercle  bacilli.  Investigations  by  the  veterinary  officers 
of  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture  and  Fisheries  into  the  origin  of  tubercle 
bacilli  in  these  samples  necessitated  visits  to  9 farms  and  in  5 cases 
8 tuberculous  cows  were  detected  and  slaughtered  under  the  Tuber- 
culosis Order. 

Throughout  the  period  the  veterinary  officers  of  the  Ministry  of 
Agriculture  and  Fisheries  paid  1,824  visits  to  farms  under  the  Milk  and 
Dairies  Orders,  which  involved  the  examination  of  37,561  animals. 
These  inspections  resulted  in  the  slaughter  of  26  tuberculous  animals, 
which  are  included  in  the  total  number  shown  as  having  been  dealt 
with  under  the  Tuberculosis  Orders.  60  cows  were  found  to  be  affected 
with  mastitis  or  some  other  pathological  condition. 

Under  the  Tuberculosis  Order,  1938,  the  total  number  of  animals 
slaughtered  during  the  period  on  account  of  suspected  tuberculosis 
was  107. 

The  following  is  a summary  of  the  licences,  as  on  the  30th  Septem- 
ber, 1949,  issued  for  the  production  and  sale  of  designated  milk  under 
the  Milk  (Special  Designations)  Regulations  1936 — 1946: —

A total  of  1,787  samples  of  milk  was  collected  by  officers  of  the 
County  Health  Department. 

Table  41  shows  the  results  of  examination  of  samples  of  milk 
collected. 

Samples  of  milk  supplied  to  schools  were  submitted  to  bacter- 
iological examination  or  chemical  analysis  and  the  pasteurisation 
establishments  were  visited  periodically  for  sampling  purposes. 

Milk  Assistance  Scheme . — The  number  of  families  assisted  under 
the  scheme  during  the  year  was  10,  while  the  number  receiving  assistance 
at  the  end  of  the  year  was  none,  compared  with  13  and  3 respectively 
in  1948.

GOVERNMENT  EVACUATION  SCHEME. 

The  arrangements  made  in  accordance  with  Ministry  of  Health 
Circular  225/45,  whereby  the  care  and  supervision  of  certain  child 
evacuees  from  London  and  other  areas  became  the  responsibility  of  the 
County  Council,  were  continued  until  the  end  of  September.  On  the 
1st  October  the  supervision  of  the  six  children  remaining  in  the  county 
was  transferred  to  the  Children’s  Department  of  the  County  Council. 


WATER  SUPPLIES. 

Several  schemes  prepared  by  district  councils  during  the  year  for 
improvement  of  water  supplies  in  rural  areas  were  investigated. 

A scheme  was  put  forward  by  the  Weardale  Rural  District  Council 
to  augment  the  supply  to  Thornley  Village.  A considerable  proportion 
of  this  village  had  no  supply  at  all  and  it  was  proposed  to  sink  a borehole 
and  pump  water  to  those  parts  of  the  village  without  a water  supply. 
This  scheme  is  under  consideration. 

The  Boldon  Urban  District  Council  submitted  a scheme  to  take  the 
mains  water  supply  to  nine  cottages  at  Boldon  Colliery  Station.  The 
existing  supply,  which  is  provided  by  pipe  line  from  the  British  Rail- 
ways mains,  is  unsatisfactory,  but  before  approving  this  proposal  it  was 
suggested  to  the  Boldon  Council  that  they  make  further  investigations 
with  a view  to  finding  whether  the  existing  supply  could  be  made 
satisfactory. 

The  Barnard  Castle  Rural  District  Council  proposed  a scheme  to  use 
two  springs  in  Arngill  and  to  lay  a pipe  line  from  them  to  join  with  the 
supply  pipes  at  Cockfield.  This  extra  water  would  augment  the  supply 
to  Cockfield  and  provide  additional  water  for  the  Villages  of  Hilton 
and  Wackerfield.  This  Scheme  was  approved. 

The  scheme  for  supplying  Bolam  was  completed  by  the  Durham 
County  Water  Board  during  the  year  and  most  of  the  houses  in  the 
village  are  being  connected  to  the  mains. 

The  village  of  Sheraton  in  the  Easington  Rural  District  has  now 
been  provided  with  a supply  from  the  Sunderland  and  South  Shields 
Water  Board’s  mains  and  all  the  houses  and  farms  in  the  vicinity  can  be 
connected.  A new  main  has  also  been  laid  along  the  Durham  Road 
at  Easington,  and  the  farms  on  each  side  have  been  connected. 
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Complaints  of  inadequate  water  supply  received  from  Tow  Law 
Urban  District  Council  proved  to  be  justified.  The  Durham  County 
Water  Board  was  asked  to  provide  an  adequate  supply. 

The  Tees  Valley  Water  Board  have  now  carried  out  a considerable 
proportion  of  their  1947  proposals,  including  the  laying  of  sections  of 
new  mains  and  conduits  at  Low  Worsall,  Sadberge,  and  Fighting  Cocks, 
a large  new  pumping  station,  and  several  schemes  on  the  Yorkshire  side 
of  the  River  Tees.  Over  ,£500,000  was  expended  on  these  schemes  up  to 
31st  March,  1949. 


RIVERS  AND  STREAMS. 

The  extent  of  building  construction  since  the  war  has  created  an 
unusually  large  demand  for  sand  and  gravel  and  many  new  works  have 
been  opened  up  throughout  the  county.  In  order  to  comply  with 
specifications  sand  and  gravel  has  generally  to  be  washed,  and  the 
consequent  effluent  has  at  times  caused  pollution.  Some  firms  sub- 
mitted for  approval  before  construction,  plans  for  treatment  of  the 
effluent  from  their  works,  but  in  other  instances  the  first  intimation  of 
the  works  was  the  receipt  of  a complaint  regarding  pollution  by  sand 
and  gravel  washings.  It  is  difficult  to  obtain  a remedy  under  existing 
legislation,  as  it  is  necessary  to  prove  that  the  effluent  interferes  with 
the  due  flow  of  the  streams.  Informal  discussions  with  the  firms  in 
question,  however,  usually  produced  good  results. 

One  of  the  principal  causes  of  pollution  in  this  county  is  the  effluent 
from  coal  washery  plants  and  by-product  works.  Facilities  exist  at  all 
the  plants  for  dealing  with  the  effluent  but  in  many  cases  the  tanks  and 
lagoons  are  not  maintained  properly.  On  inspection,  tanks  and  lagoons 
are  often  found  full  with  effluent  discharging  direct  into  the  nearest 
watercourse.  Complaints  to  the  National  Coal  Board  receive  immed- 
iate attention,  but  it  is  unsatisfactory  that  complaints  have  to  be  made 
to  secure  efficient  maintenance.  The  National  Coal  Board,  however, 
are  paying  considerable  attention  to  the  difficult  problem  of  pollution 
from  collieries  and  by-product  works,  and  particularly  to  the  satis- 
factory treatment  of  tailings  from  froth  flotation  plants. 

Considerable  progress  has  been  made  during  the  year  in  the  imple- 
mentation of  the  River  Boards  Act,  1948.  A Consultative  Committee 
has  been  constituted  and  draft  Orders  submitted  to  local  authorities  in 
the  county  regarding  the  Wear  and  Tees  River  Board,  which  should 
hold  its  first  meeting  next  year. 

River  Wear. — During  the  summer  of  1949  the  river  was  exception- 
ally low  and  many  small  tributaries  completely  dried  up.  In  these 
circumstances  pollution  which  appeared  slight  at  other  times  was 
exaggerated.  The  condition  of  the  upper  reaches  of  the  river  was 
satisfactory  but  in  the  middle  reaches  there  was  evidence  of  a consider- 
able amount  of  pollution  from  sand  and  gravel  and  by-product  works. 
Pollution  still  occurs  from  most  of  the  tributaries  and  this  is  usually 
caused  by  collieries  and  by-product  works,  but  the  National  Coal  Board 
have  effected  considerable  improvements  by  better  maintenance  and 
the  installation  of  larger  settling  ponds  and  tanks. 

River  Tees. — Apart  from  slight  pollution  by  sewage,  the  upper  and 
middle  reaches  of  the  river  have  been  fairly  satisfactory  in  spite  of  the 
low  level  of  the  river  during  the  dry  summer,  but  the  tidal  reaches  show 
evidence  of  gross  pollution.  Under  the  existing  legislation  treatment  of 
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effluents  before  discharge  into  tidal  reaches  is  not  compulsory  and  at 
many  factories,  etc.,  no  attempt  is  made  to  treat  works’  effluent  before 
discharge  into  the  river.  Pollution  was  also  caused  by  several  whin- 
stone  and  sand  and  gravel  quarries,  but  in  every  case  the  management 
was  persuaded  to  install  tanks  or  ponds  to  give  partial  settlement  to  the 
effluent  before  it  was  discharged  into  the  river.  Pollution  from  a glove 
factory  also  received  attention. 

River  Derwent. — In  the  early  part  of  the  year  severe  pollution  was 
caused  by  the  effluent  from  Consett  Iron  Works  while  their  large  settling 
tanks  were  being  cleaned  and  repaired.  Considerable  improvement  was 
effected  in  the  condition  of  the  river  by  the  construction  of  new  works 
and  the  adoption  of  new  methods. 

River  Skerne . — Much  attention  was  paid  to  this  river  during  the 
year.  The  National  Coal  Board  installed  new  and  larger  settling  ponds 
at  various  collieries  and  by-product  works  in  addition  to  the  application 
of  new  methods  of  dealing  with  effluents.  A considerable  amount  of 
pollution  was  also  caused  by  sand  and  gravel  works,  but  the  owners 
co-operated  by  the  introduction  of  larger  settling  ponds.  Samples 
taken  at  different  places  on  the  river  confirm  that  while  the  condition 
of  the  river  is  far  below  standard  there  was  a distinct  improvement  over 
previous  years. 

River  Browney. — At  the  beginning  of  the  year  there  was  serious 
pollution  of  this  stream  due  to  coal  slurry  from  Bearpark  Colliery  and 
the  by-product  works  at  New  Brancepeth,  Langley  Park,  Bearpark  and 
Templetown.  Various  improvements  were  subsequently  made  and 
towards  the  end  of  the  year,  there  was  distinct  improvement. 

River  Gaunless. — During  a period  of  the  year  this  stream  was 
grossly  polluted  by  coal  slurry  and  the  effluent  from  the  by-product 
works  at  Randolph  Colliery.  This  was  due  to  the  settling  ponds 
breaking  their  banks,  and  also  to  accidental  spillage  of  tar  products 
gaining  access  to  surface  water  drains. 


DRAINAGE,  SEWERAGE,  AND  SEWAGE  DISPOSAL 

WORKS. 

Many  complaints  of  pollution  due  to  the  effluent  from  sewage 
disposal  works  were  received  during  the  year  and  the  low  state  of  all 
the  watercourses  exaggerated  the  situation.  In  most  cases  the  pol- 
lution was  caused  by  obsolete  works,  but  in  others  it  was  due  to  lack  of 
maintenance  and  neglect.  When  the  officials  of  the  local  authorities 
concerned  were  approached  efforts  were  made  to  remedy  the  trouble, 
and  many  schemes  are  in  progress  for  the  construction  of  new  works. 

Little  progress  has  been  made  with  the  Lower  Deerness  sewage 
disposal  scheme  and  pollution  is  evident  from  most  of  the  small  works 
in  the  valley.  There  are  still  areas  in  the  county  with  no  sewage 
disposal  arrangements  and  where  sewage  is  discharged  untreated  into 
the  nearest  stream. 

Proposals  were  received  for  the  construction  of  foul  sewers  and 
surface  water  drains  for  the  Gateshead  Corporation's  Development  Area 
at  Wrekenton,  the  foul  sewers  to  discharge  into  the  Gateshead  Corpor- 
ations’ outfall  sewer  and  the  surface  water  drain  to  discharge  into  the 
River  Don.  Objections  were  made  by  the  Tyne  District  Fishery  Board, 
and  owners  of  land  through  which  the  drain  will  pass. 
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After  complaints,  due  to  sewage  from  Quarryholme  Farm,  Stock- 
ton,  had  been  received  the  owner  was  approached  and  finally  agreed  to 
install  a small  sewage  disposal  works. 

Notice  was  received  that  the  Sunderland  Corporation  proposed  to 
construct  a new  “U”  shaped  sewer  from  Whitburn  Road,  down  Cut 
Throat  Dene,  to  discharge  into  the  existing  outfall  sewer  in  Shields 
Road.  The  only  objection  to  this  proposal  was  that  more  untreated 
sewage  would  be  discharged  into  the  sea. 

Only  part  of  the  scheme  for  laying  new  sewers  and  surface  water 
drains  in  Boldon,  Cleadon,  and  Whitburn,  was  sanctioned  by  the 
Minister  of  Health,  but  work  was  commenced  during  the  year  and 
satisfactory  progress  is  being  made. 

The  sewerage  and  sewage  disposal  scheme  for  the  Willington 
district  has  progressed  satisfactorily  and  several  lengths  of  new  sewer 
and  part  of  the  sewage  disposal  works  have  been  completed. 

A complete  reconstruction  of  the  filter  beds  at  Fir  Tree  sewage 
disposal  works  has  been  carried  out  and  the  effluent  from  these  works 
has  improved. 

Work  is  in  progress  on  a new  outfall  sewer  at  Hebburn  to  provide 
for  housing  development  in  the  southern  part  of  the  district. 

The  extensions  to  Hustledown  sewage  disposal  works  have  been 
completed  and  the  old  works  at  the  Middles  and  Craghead  abandoned. 

Good  progress  is  being  made  at  Tanfield  Lea  on  the  new  sewage 
disposal  works.  On  completion  of  the  scheme  several  small  works  in  a 
bad  condition  will  be  abandoned. 

A considerable  amount  of  work  has  been  carried  out  at  Staindrop 
where  new  sewers  and  sewage  disposal  works  are  being  constructed. 

A scheme  is  proposed  for  constructing  new  sewage  disposal  works  at 
Middleton-in-Teesdale.  Many  complaints  have  been  received  from  this 
area  and  it  is  hoped  that  the  scheme  can  be  implemented. 

Some  trouble  has  been  experienced  in  disposing  of  the  sewage  from 
council  houses  at  Neasham,  but  a scheme  which  should  prove  satis- 
factory has  been  prepared  to  obviate  this. 

The  large  surface  water  drain  for  the  new  town  at  Aycliffe  has  been 
completed  and  the  well  planned  Trading  Estate  sewage  disposal  works 
have  been  taken  over  by  the  Darlington  Rural  District  Council. 

Proposals  were  received  for  the  extension  of  Framwellgate  Moor 
sewage  disposal  works  to  meet  future  developments. 

The  old  sewage  disposal  works  at  Sunderland  Bridge  are  being 
extended  and  repaired  and  the  work  is  almost  completed. 

Satisfactory  progress  is  being  made  in  the  scheme  to  pump  the 
sewage  from  Wellfield  by  a rising  main  into  the  Wmgate-to-the-Sea 
sewer.  The  culverting  of  part  of  the  Wingate  Beck  is  also  proceeding 
satisfactorily. 
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Ministry  of  Health  Public  Inquiries  were  held  to  consider  proposals 
of  works  of  sewerage  and  swage  disposal,  as  follows. —

Gateshead  C.B.  1st  November,  1949.  Proposals. — Sewerage 

andsurface  water  drainage  at  an  estimated  cost 
of  £19,380.  Objections  to  the  scheme  were  put 
forvard  by  the  Tyne  District  Fishery  Board  and 
owrers  of  the  land  through  which  the  sewer  will 
pas;.
